YALE INSTITUTE. 
To the Editor of the British Colwnbian, 

Sin :—Presuming on your past indulgence 
the niemnbers uf the Yale Institute seek the priv- 
ilege of communicating from time to time such 
records of their proceedings as may have any 
general interest. . 

Two debates have recently taken place, and 
called forth a very respectable amount of. spirit 
atid ability. The first, on the proposed) Empire 
foF Mexico, called forth characteristic sentiments 
from our European and Continental residents re- 
spectively. The advocates of the Empire pointed 
out the disparity existing between the condition 
of tle -country when under the dominion of 
Spain—even more recently under that of Santa 
Auna—as contrasted with its present distracted 
und impoverished state.
